If  the  traveler  is  an  employee 
C'f  the  Dopartmont    his  agency  and  grade  of  position 
should  be  given.    If  he  is  not,  the  memorandum  should 
be  accompaniod  by  a  complotoly  and  accurately  executed 
copy  of  Form  AD-125,  Personnel  Quostlc  nnaire  .  and  by  a 
list  of  the  traveler's  addresses  for  the  past  five 
years.
